practically lessen rlther than'increase 
°UTramSK- ^Present those figures 
tomorrow, aid I want* you to keep 
them clear in your 'minds during the 
remainder of tho week while> you are 
considering other points that I shall 
bring out. For one thing, I shall en- 
SeavV to show why 'and how the 
farmer who is not located directly on 


the main road will receive a ^benefit.

BEFORE THE PEOPLE 


The law does not provide for a, vote 
'of the people as to where schools shall 
be located. It puts-the duty o£ locat- 
imr them upon the board of educa- 
tion and 
the mayor and comnion 


^council. 
Our b'oard of education has 
had the question of a new high school 
and of ever^' \ possible jsite, before it 
for nearly seven years, and it has 
faced the requirements of new state 
laws. A school cannot be built now 
with a deep basement, such as all our 
present buildings' have. 
Except for 
boiler rooms and store, rooms, no 
basement can' go more than three 
feet below ground. This means that 
space must be had somewhere else. 
And three' stories Is the 'best limit in 
hel#ht,_becausc too much stair-climb- 
ing is bad. especially for erowinff girls. 
Therefore, -"the 
building, must 
bo 
spread-over the ground. So the board 
has had the problem of proposing the 
•wiping' out of blocks of homes and of 
vacating: necessary streets to find the 
space required. 'Among: many places 
'considered was the site of the T_,in- 
colni school, adjoining1 the present 
high school, where the stre'et between 
the building's might be vacated and 
the adjoining lots bought at a cost of 
about $35.000. . But architects have- 
made it clear.that even "if the board 
were willing 'to crowd the new build- 
ing up against the old, and have no 
room at all 
about it, it would be 
physically Impossible to put it there, 
because the total- frontage, with tho 
street vacated, is only 200 feet, .while 
a new high school,-, built conserva- 
tively, and Just large, enough for our 
present needs, would' require a front- 
age of 250 feet, and about the same 
depth. '
